Valley Hart, owned by Mrs. Virginia M. 
Duvall of White Hall, recently was given the 
United Hunts Racing Association’s top bonus 
award of $1,000 for I960. 

Valley Hart, champion of the hunts organiza¬ 
tion’s timber division, received 21 points. The 
runner-up, Ricacho, received 12 points. 

Amory L. Haskell made the announcement 
on December 17. 

A Maryland-bred, Valley Hart is by Mr. 
Bones, out of Robin Anne and was bred by 
John Gangi. 

Out of Reach, owned by Mrs. Henry Obre 
of Monkton, was tied for third place in the 
hurdle division. 

Bowie Bonuses 

Donald C. Lillis, Bowie president, has worked 
out a bonus plan for three major stakes events 
to be contested during the 1961 season open¬ 
ing on January 21. A ten per cent bonus will 
be added to the $100,000 John B. Campbell, 
$30,000 Governor’s Gold Cup and $25,000 
Barbara Fritchie if the winning horse is Mary- 
land-bred-and-owned. 

Lillis recommended the bonus idea prior to 
the Rasin Committee’s report on Maryland rac¬ 
ing in which the body favored a special fund 
to be used exclusively for Maryland-bred races 
at the three mile tracks. The Bowie bonus plan 
was adopted to encourage Maryland breed¬ 
ing and induce better racing. 

In the seven runnings of The Campbell, 
Maryland’s richest handicap, three victories were 
posted by Maryland-breds although Vertex 
(1959) was New Jersey-owned. 

Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You Will captured 
the I960 Campbell when he turned back an 
outstanding field including Restless Wind, 
Amerigo, On-and-On and T^ent Show. The colt 
earned $74,010 for his Timonium owner. Un¬ 
der the bonus plan Mrs. Price would have 
picked up an additional $7,401. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Social Outcast is the 
other Maryland-owned-and-bred horse to be re¬ 
turned a Campbell winner. The son of Shut 
Out prevailed by a nose in one of the most 
thrilling races in Maryland Turf history. Social 
Outcast beat Fisherman, with Helioscope and 
Joe Jones rounding out the four-horse field. 

Three Maryland-breds also grace the roster 
of Barbara Fritchie winners. The inaugural run¬ 
ning (1952) was won by Mrs. Samuel M. Pis- 
torio’s Singing Beauty. Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sometime Tiling scor^ in 1956 and Knollwood 
Stable’s Movitave, in 1958. The filly-and-mare 
event will be renewed at one mile in 1961.

ADVISE AND CONSENT: As the out¬ 
growth of an abortive eleventh-hour attempt 
to ram the so-called "Czarist Bill” through the 
30-day I960 session of the Maryland General 
Assembly, the Legislative Council was ordered 
to appoint a committee to diagnose the ills 
of State racing and present a prospectus. 

Specifically, the purpose of the committee 
was designed to set forth in detail "means of 
bettering Maryland racing now and of provid¬ 
ing an atmosphere for orderly growth to the 
advantage of the Maryland livestock and agri¬ 
cultural industry, the racetrack customers, 
horsemen, jockeys, and others who make their 
living at racetracks, track owners, managers, 
and the State of Maryland.” 

Formed in June, the study group (known as 
the Rasin Committee) drew its seven mem¬ 
bers from the ranks of the Legislative Council 
and lay citizenry. George B. Rasin, Jr., (D., 
Kent), as chairman, presided over Messrs. H. 
Buckley Dietrich, Marvin Mandel, Harry J. 
McGuirk, Stephen Seth, Frank E. Shipley, and 
Francis X. Wells. 

The Rasin Committee’s first official act was to 
name Dr. Robert J. Clark, a New York econo¬ 
mist and Turf journalist, as consultant. By the 
second week of August the committee was 
deep in its exhaustive probe. 

After charting population growth, regional 
economy, the effects of inflation, rate of em¬ 
ployment, etc., the committee entered the 
"hearings phase” of its work. Views and recom¬ 
mendations of all interested Turf parties were 
heard. When these were digested and its own 
evaluations made, the committee announced 
its findings in a 32-page report on December 15. 

Pertinent conclusions are expected to form 
the nucleus of an omnibus racing bill to be 
presented to the Maryland General Assembly, 
now in session in Annapolis. 

On the whole, the Rasin Committee's report 
represents a thorough and sincere attempt— 
insofar as political expedience would allow—to 
pinpoint the weaknesses in the structure of the 
Maryland racing and breeding industries and 
to set a course to correct them. 

Following is an accounting of the major 
points made in the 32-page report. Details 
for the advocated establishment of a Maryland- 
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bred Racing Fund are given in full under 
Point 9. 

Rasin Committee’s conclusions: 

1 

LENGTH OF SEASON: The Baltimore- 
Washington area is one of the most dynamic in 
the United States and is capable of supporting 
the present 276 days of racing (plus two days 
of [Fair Hill] steeplechasing) if racing is of 
such a quality as to be attractive to the public 
and to horsemen. To extend the total number 
of racing days at this time is considered in¬ 
advisable from the standpoint of public ac¬ 
ceptance. 

2 

MILE TRACKS: Thoroughbred racing at 
mile tracks in 1959 yielded 78 per cent of the 
State’s racing revenue with only 44 per cent 
of the racing dates. Thoroughbred racing at 
mile tracks suffers from fragmented schedules 
and competition for both dates and customers 
from harness racing and half-mile racing. Any 
sacrifices in days of racing or schedules will 
yield better and more profitable racing if those 
sacrifices are made at the expense of the lesser 
interests. 

3 

HALF-MILE TRACKS: If it is impossible 
for a half-mile racing association to support 
high-quality racing on adequate and satis¬ 
factory premises, the Committee suggests that 
the Racing Commission treat the racing days 
allocated to that association as racing days 
per se, either allowing them to revert to the 
state for re-allocation or allowing for purchase 
of the association by other interests and trans¬ 
fer of the days of racing to adequate approved 
premises on which racing of any type is now 
authorized, such a re-allocation or transfer of 
dates to result in no net diminution of net 
revenues to the Fair Board from racing. Seven¬ 
teen of Maryland’s 22 fairs and six livestock 
shows are now conducted without pari-mutuel 
wagering on racing sponsored by the particular 
fair. 

4 

HARNESS RACING: Harness racing is the 
beneficiary of the most favorable tax structure 
of any of the three forms of Maryland racing

(mile, half-mile, harness), yet harness racing 
yields the least per diem revenue to the State. 

5 

SPECIAL CONSIDERATIONS: No track 
nor any interest ought to receive any special 
consideration with respect to taxes or ad¬ 
herence to rules and directives of the Racing 
Commission. If a track needs special considera¬ 
tion in order to operate, its racing days ought 
to revert to the State to be allocated where they 
will do more good for racing and for the State. 

6 

CONSOLIDATION: Consolidation of rac¬ 
ing facilities at mile, half-mile, and harness 
tracks is desirable and ought to be encouraged 
through absorption, purchase, merger, or aban¬ 
donment in order that capital expenditures for 
physical plant and equipment can be concen¬ 
trated and therefore more effective and so that 
a more orderly scheduling of racing is possible. 
It is not the intent of this Committee that all 
of the present 276 days eventually be allocated 
to mile tracks. [Note: While this report was 
being drawn up, Baltimore Raceway (harness) 
announced purchase of controlling interest in 
Bel Air Racetrack.]

WINTER RACING: Winter racing, while 
not conducive to the highest quality racing, 
does utilize Maryland's climatic advantage over 
those states farther north and does produce, 
in addition to opportunities for horsemen and 
for patrons to enjoy racing, relatively rich 
revenues for the State and therefore ought to 
be continued. 

8 

BETTER PURSES FOR BETTER HORSES: 
The quality of Thoroughbred racing can be 
raised by increasing purses for the better grade 
(but not the lowest grade) horses. 

9 

MARYLAND-BRED PURSE FUND: As a 
further means of increasing purses and conse¬ 
quently the quality of Maryland racing, as well 
as to revive the Maryland Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing industry, it is recommended that a Mary¬ 
land-Bred purse fund be established by legisla¬ 
tion, such fund and method for accumulating 
and distributing it to be patterned after that 
which has proven so highly successful in Illi¬ 
nois. Before making specific recommendations 
as to how this fund would be established, here 
are the words of Mr. Paul Serdar, former Chair-

man of the Illinois Racing Board (Racing Com¬ 
mission), on the benefits to Illinois. He says: 

’The Illinois Racing Program has succeeded 
beyond our wildest expectations. The program 
is expanding rapidly. 

’’Several of the track managers in the State 
of Illinois were skeptical and very much con¬ 
cerned . . . today they are the most enthusiastic 
supporters of the plan. . . . There is an increase 
in revenue . . . and of course, this brings into 
competition a high caliber of material. 

’’Illinois has grown from the bottom of the 
list (number of Thoroughbred foals registered 
with The Jockey Club) to the third leading 
state in the nation.” (Note: Illinois moved 
from eighth in 1957 to fourth in 1959.) 

The Illinois Racing Program provides that 
a portion of the revenue from the ninth race be 
set aside to provide a pool of $500,000 to be 
distributed at Illinois tracks in races for Illinois- 
bred horses. 

It is recommended that a similar fund be 
established in Maryland for the dual purpose 
of (1) providing more purse money to attract 
better horses to provide higher quality racing 
to attract more attendance and wagering at the 
tracks and (2) of reviving the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding industry which several wit¬ 
nesses before this committee testified is waning. 

(A) A fund of $600,000 be established 
starting in 1961, such fund to be exclusively 
for purses at Maryland mile tracks for Thor¬ 
oughbreds conceived in Maryland by a stallion 
standing in Maryland (and not outside the state 
at any time in the year he stands in Maryland) 
and foaled in Maryland out of a mare owned 
and domiciled in Maryland for the entire year 
of the cover producing the foal and the entire 
year in which the foal is dropped. Income to 
the fund would commence in 1961. Since it 
would be impossible to distribute proceeds 
from the fund to foals conceived under the 
rules governing the distribution of the fund 
until 1964 and impossible to have it apply to 
horses as old as four until 1966, schedules for 
distribution during the years of 1961 through 
1965 are detailed below as well as final rules. 

1. During 1961, eight races will be run at 
each mile track for a purse of $5,000 for 
horses foaled (per Jockey Club registration 
certificate) in Maryland. This purse will be 
paid out of the Maryland-Bred Racing Fund 
and will be over and above the percentage of 
purse distribution agreed upon between the 
horsemen and the tracks. The tracks may add 
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to these purses if they wish. Other than in the 
months of January, February, March and April, 
two races (25 per cent of the total) at each 
track shall be for two-year-olds. No race for 
horses over the age of two shall be less than a 
mile. Two races (25 per cent) per track under 
the Maryland-Bred Racing Fund shall be under 
a mile and a quarter. Two races (25 per cent) 
per track shall be over a mile and a quarter, 
but not over a mile and a half. Two races per 
track (25 per cent) shall be no shorter than a 
mile and a half. 

2. In 1962—same as 1961. 

3. In 1963 —same as 1961. 

4. In 1964—two races per week per mile 
track with purses of $12,500 of which one-half 
the races are for two-year-olds conceived under 
the Maryland-Bred Racing Fund plan by a 
stallion standing the entire year in Maryland 
out of a mare domiciled the entire year of both 
cover and foaling in Maryland, the foal being 
dropped in Maryland. No race for two-year-olds 
after September 1 will be a distance of less than 
one mile. The other half of the races shall Be 
for older horses foaled in Maryland with the 
proportion of races at the specified distances 
the same as in prior years except during Janu¬ 
ary, February, March and April. 

5 . In 1965 —two races per week shall be run 
under the Maryland-Bred Racing Fund plan 
with half the races being for two-year-olds and 
half for three-year-olds foaled in Maryland by 
a stallion standing the entire year of his service 
producing this foal in Maryland out of a Mary¬ 
land mare. Each race shall be run for a purse 
of $12,500 to be paid from the Maryland-Bred 
Racing Fund. The tracks are free to add to the 
purses if they wish. The distance provision shall 
be the same as in 1964. 

6. In 1966 and thereafter—two $12,500 races 
per week for Maryland-breds as defined above, 
with not more than 25 per cent for two-year- 
olds and the rest for older horses with the dis¬ 
tance provisions remaining the same after 
April. 

When fractions or percentages as set forth 
above occur, the fraction shall be assigned to 
the race for older horses or to the longer race. 

If any of these races fail to draw five separate 
entries, the purse shall remain in the Maryland- 
Bred Racing Fund. 

(B) This fund must come, of course, from 
racing itself. There are several reasonable pos¬ 
sibilities. The one detailed below appears to 
be the most feasible. 

The total breakage in 1959 amounted to 
$1,570,640. This breakage was divided one-half

to the State and half to the mile tracks. It is 
suggested that one-third of the breakage going 
to the State and one-third of the breakage going 
to the tracks be diverted to the Maryland-Bred 
Racing Fund, such diversion going directly off 
the top of the pari-mutuel receipts. Such con¬ 
tributions (based upon 1959 figures) would 
cost the tracks roughly $42,000 net and the 
State $ 261,773 each year after the plan has 
reached its maximum payouts in 1964. The cost 
will be only a fifth (a little over $8,000 net per 
track and a little over $50,000 by the State) of 
that amount up to 1964, although the salutary 
effect upon Maryland livestock breeding would 
be immediate. Losses in revenue to the State and 
tracks would be temporary because they would 
be offset by increases in betting under the 
Maryland-Bred Racing Fund as well as by the 
immediate growth of the Maryland breeding 
industry. In the first year of the operation of 
the Fund, the contributions to the Fund would 
amount to (based on 1959 figures) $523,546, 
with pay-outs amounting to $120,000. When 
the amount in the Fund reaches $600,000, 
further contributions by the State and the tracks 
will cease until the Fund by reason of distribu¬ 
tions in purses drops below $250,000, at which 
time contributions by the tracks and the State 
will resume until the Fund is brought up to 
$ 600 , 000 . Funds will be under the supervision 
of the Racing Commission and purse distribu¬ 
tion will be made by the Racing Commission.

Funds will be deposited with the Comptroller. 
Idle funds will be invested in United States 
treasury bills only. 

The Maryland-Bred Racing Fund must not 
be allowed to influence normal purse distribu¬ 
tions as agreed upon between the tracks and 
horsemen. All Maryland-Bred Racing Fund 
purses must be over and above and in addition 
to and not be allowed to dilute normal purse 
distribution. 

The purpose of including provisions for the 
distances of the races to be run is to encourage 
the importation of quality stallions and mares 
into Maryland to breed long-running horses to 
run for the Fund purses. A corollary effect 
would be to put the stamp of quality on foals 
bred in Maryland which would enhance the 
stature of Maryland as a breeding center 
throughout the world. These distance specifi¬ 
cations are a bold step, but they would make 
"Maryland-bred” a hallmark of quality and 
would engender favorable publicity for Mary¬ 
land breeding and racing. Also, longer races 
have been shown to produce more betting than 
short races. 

The effects of this Fund program when it 
reaches full stature by 1964 would be to add 
$25,000 per week to Maryland purses. This 
alone would raise the average daily purse dis¬ 
tribution to $38,092 (based on 1959 figures) 
which is higher than Delaware’s and not far 
below New Jersey’s. If the additional money is 
distributed as suggested hereinbefore to the 
better class horses, the Maryland purses can 
be used not only to stay even with, but to draw 
horses from New Jersey. None of these purse 
advantages ought to go to the cheapest horses. 
It is unfortunate for the cheapest horses, and 
for their connections, but to foster mediocrity is 
not the way to build Maryland racing. There are 
always plenty of the cheap horses and too few 
of the good ones. 

Another way of looking at the effect of the 
Maryland-Bred Racing Fund and going to eight 
races is to consider the "as if” effects. Although 
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actually only the $25,000 per week is added 
to the purses, the effect is as of much more. 
Raising the purses for the better horses is as if 
$2,500 per day were added by eliminating the 
ninth race, another $833 per day were added 
by eliminating two purses per week which the 
tracks must pay out, and, of course, adding the 
physical sum of $25,000 per week, or $4,167 
per day. Below is shown the effective funds 
which can, if properly used by the tracks, am¬ 
plify the monies available for better horses.

This structure or way of looking at the effects 
of the Fund and the eight races (if properly 
used by the tracks) brings Maryland up to the 
level of New Jersey and far above Delaware. 
To repeat, the effect would be dependent upon 
the use of these monies by the tracks to raise 
the purses for the better horses and leave those 
for the cheaper horses low. 

It must be clearly stated in the law that the 
Fund purses are not to be used by the tracks 
to reduce the present purse distribution in the 
bargaining between the tracks and the horse¬ 
men. The Racing Commission will have to be 
diligent in enforcing this by whatever means is 
necessary or else the overall purse advantage 
of the Fund purse distribution will be lost. 

Another aspect of the Maryland-Bred Racing 
Fund is that the success of Illinois with a similar 
plan has drawn breeding stock from other 
states. (See table below.) It would seem reason¬ 
able that other states will commence setting 
up plans like this as a matter of protecting 
themselves from losing breeding stock. If Mary¬ 
land comes in early, this state will be estab¬ 
lished and other states will, over the next sev¬ 
eral years, have to defend themselves against 
Maryland. If Maryland tarries, we will prob- 
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ably find ourselves being forced into such a 
plan later anyway with only the lessened ad¬ 
vantages of a tardy and defensive measure.

SPLIT MEETINGS DETRIMENTAL: It is 
the recommendation of the Committee that, 
under the present structure of 40 days of racing 
at each mile track, split meetings ought to be 
eliminated. In order to achieve a competitive 
advantage, it is our recommendation that the 
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Racing Commission schedule continuous meet¬ 
ings at all mile tracks starting in 1962. If, in the 
future, total racing days available to the mile 
tracks will allow split meetings of not less 
than 25 days each, the question of split meet¬ 
ings can then be reconsidered with all mile 
tracks being treated the same. 

11 

EIGHT VS. NINE RACES: This Committee 
recommends eight races per day at mile tracks 
except on Saturdays, holidays, and stakes days 
at which times not more than nine may be run 
if the track so wishes. 

12 

"LOST” DAYS: Carrying over of racing 
days lost by weather or other cause from one 
year to the next does not make for orderly 
scheduling of racing. Thus, provision ought to 
be made for making up all racing days lost 
within the same calendar year. 

13 

NIGHT RACING: The Committee cannot 
predict whether night racing would be success¬ 
ful in Maryland or not. The thought has been 
expressed that night racing is associated with 
inferior racing. This contention is to some 
extent substantiated by the fact that the only 
night racing in the United States is conducted 
at minor tracks. No major track has engaged in 
night racing. It is entirely possible that night 
racing in Maryland could further depreciate the 
image of Maryland racing. 

On the other hand, if a private interest wishes 
to try night racing bearing the cost of possible 
failure upon itself with no liability or responsi¬ 
bility to the state and if that private interest 
can provide facilities to conduct night racing 
in a manner satisfactory to the Racing Com-

mission, it is the opinion of the Committee 
that it would not necessarily be detrimental to 
the state and the Racing Commission could 
lend its support to such a venture.

RACING COMMISSION: One of the key 
factors in having improved racing in Maryland 
is the strength and vigor of the Racing Com¬ 
mission. Provision for greater strength of the 
operating arm of the Commission is desirable. 
. . . With no reflection on the work being done 
by the present Racing Commission, it is the 
feeling of the Committee that the work of the 
Racing Commission could be facilitated by the 
appointment of a full-time Executive Director 
of Racing given sufficient authority to enforce 
the rules and regulations of the Racing Com¬ 
mission under the direction of the Commis¬ 
sion, such Executive Director of Racing to be 
appointed by the Racing Commission and 
serve at the pleasure of the Commission. 

15 

"SPECIAL INTERESTS": This Committee 
recommends that special interests not be spe¬ 
cifically represented on the Racing Commis¬ 
sion. The Commission as it is presently consti¬ 
tuted wherein all the members are impartial to 
special interests is the most satisfactory method 
of administering racing subject to Conclusion 
14 above.

CONFLICT OF INTEREST: The Racing 
Commission must be cognizant of any conflict 
of interest arising from out-of-state ownership 
of racetracks by Maryland interests and the 
Racing Commission must be alert to take any 
action necessary to prevent any injury to Mary¬ 
land racing arising out of any such conflict of 
interest.

PARI-MUTUEL TAKE: The pari-mutuel 
take of 12 per cent gives Maryland mile tracks 
a competitive advantage. The tracks have not 
exploited this advantage whatsoever. It is 
recommended that the tracks utilize this com¬ 
petitive advantage fully. The State ought to 
observe carefully the exploitation by the tracks 
of this advantage. If it is not exploited success¬ 
fully, the State ought to consider the subject 
further. 

18 

MUTUAL COOPERATION: Cooperation 
among the mile tracks in the allocation of 
stalls, keeping facilities available for training, 
and in public relations and publicity is essential 
to the maintenance of Maryland’s competitive 
position as a major racing state. The present 
mutual antagonism and distrust among the 
mile tracks is detrimental to the orderly con¬ 
duct and the quality of Maryland racing. If this 
situation is not remedied, the State ought to 
take any steps necessary. As a corollary to co¬ 
operation among the tracks, the mile tracks 
ought to make every effort to enlist the co¬ 
operation of state and local police to facilitate 
traffic flow on big race days and of the Roads 
Commission in planning new roads to provide 
easy access to the tracks.

SPECIAL POOLS; OFF-COURSE WAGER¬ 
ING: The Committee feels any unusual means 
of stimulating betting at Maryland racetracks 
are not suitable for introduction into the picture 
at this time. Among "unusual means" the 
Committee would include Pic-Six type betting 
and any form of off-track betting. 

If it is ever in the future deemed necessary 
or advisable from the standpoint of revenue to 
have off-track betting, the Committee would be 
inclined to suggest the plan submitted to it in 
connection with this study or a similar plan 
would offer the best means of controlling off¬ 
track betting. The essence of the plan is to 
charge admission to local movie houses which 
are tied in with the closed-circuit television 
and the pari-mutuels at the track so the cus¬ 
tomer can bet and see the actual races at the 
local movie house. 

20 

PASSES: Spouses of owners, trainers, and 
jockeys ought to be eligible for passes, such 
passes to be issued upon application in conjunc¬ 
tion with passes issued to their spouses. 

LIAISON: A Legislative Council Committee 
ought to be established on a continuing basis 
to provide a current and continuous liaison 
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between the legislature and the Racing Com¬ 
mission.

1961 REVIEW: A review of the details of 
this report ought to be made the last quarter 
of 1961. 

PIMLICO WRAP-UP: The Maryland 
Jockey Club’s fall meeting which breezed 
through its first 24 programs like a champion, 
and then shortened stride when poor weather 
and traffic conditions hit Baltimore, wound up 
with a daily average handle of $1,085,885. 
Pimlico had put two $2,000,000 Saturdays back 
to back when a 14.1-inch snowstorm forced 
cancellation of two cards. The meeting was 
extended two days but the lingering effects of 
the storm cut into the attendance and handle. 

PERSEVERANCE PAYS OFF: The first of 
Pimlico’s two I960 $2,000,000 days came on 
Saturday, December 3. Featuring the nine-race 
card was the $15,000-added Gallorette Stakes. 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Sister Antoine used the 
occasion to post her first stakes victory. 

Frances A. Center’s My Dear Girl, champion 
juvenile filly of 1959, made all the early running 
but weakened in the shadow of the wire to 
finish third, beaten two heads by Sister Antoine 
and Loyal Lady II. It was a rousing finish, 
heads separating the first four. 

Under a hustling ride by Ray York, Sister 
Antoine, which was making her 33rd start of 
the season, came from just off the pace to win 
in 1:52 4/5. First money in the nine-furlong 
stakes was worth $11,328.75. 

Bred by Bieber-Jacobs Stables, and trained 
by Hirsch Jacobs, Sister Antoine (named for 
a nun who had taught Mrs. Jacobs in school) 
is a bay daughter of * Royal Serenade—Our 
Patrice, by Bull Lea. 

The Gallorette concluded Sister Antoine’s 
three-year-old season. Her lifetime record: 38 
starts, 10 wins, 10 seconds, 3 thirds, and 
$66,862 in earnings. 

JABNEH’S HALF BROTHER: Pimlico’s 
i 960 stakes schedule concluded with the Pim¬ 
lico Cup Handicap on December 10. The 
2 l/l6-mile feature was endowed with $20,000 
in added money. The Jacobs family used the 
occasion to wind up the racing career of its 
good gray handicapper. Promised Land. This 
fellow could do no better than finish third, as 
Laudy L. Lawrence’s Beau Diable came from 
last place to post a new track record of 
3:53 3/5. Steve Brooks rode the G. P. Odom- 
trained winner. 

A seven-year-old at the time of the Cup, 
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Beau Diable was scoring his first win of a ten- 
race season. The long-winded, stoutly-made 
Beau Diable is a chestnut son of Devil Diver— 
Bellesouer, by *Beau Pere. At one time Belle- 
soeur was owned by Larry MacPhail. Her son 
Jabneh (by Bimelech) stands at Mrs. Louisa 
d’A Carpenter’s Springfield Farm, Rock Hall. 

Beau Diable’s racing career embraces 59 
starts. A stakes winner in three seasons, he has 
won 11 times, been second 8 times, third, 4 
times, and earned $155,123. He is expected to 
be returned to training following a winter 
respite. 

Mrs. Carl Greene’s imported Revoque fin¬ 
ished 5 V 2 lengths behind Beau Diable. Prom¬ 
ised Land was another neck farther back in 
third place. Only three others were in the field.

ECEMBER WAS CONSIDERED an ’off” 
month a few years ago, but in these days 
of heated grandstands and reasonable weather 
men it has become one of the liveliest of the 
year.

Off-track wagering was legal in those days.) 

It is impossible to predict the effect of the 
Rasin report on the future of Maryland racing, 
but it certainly is an interesting document and 
has provided material for discussion to carry 
us all the way through the long, hard, 35-day 
winter. 

The first half of December was full of 
glorious afternoons at Pimlico and the second 
half was devoted to longing for Bowie and 
supporting, unsuccessfully, the Baltimore Colts. 

December 3. At Old Hilltop for the sport 
with the Gallorette the big thing of the day. 
Watched Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Sister Antoine 
win in a thriller over the bonus-bearing (for 
me) Loyal Lady II second. No bonus. 

There are few after-race gatherings more 
pleasant than those at Pimlico after a day of 
fall sport. When the lights have gone on over 
in the business district and all the winners 
have trudged out Winner Avenue, the ancient 
place (with modern facilities) becomes warmer 
and cozier. 

If the late Mr. John Keats came up to me 
tomorrow and posed the question "Souls of 
poets dead and gone, what Elysium have you 
known, happy field or mossy cavern, choicer 
than the Mermaid Tavern.^” I’d have to say, 
"The press lounge at Pimlico after the races.” 
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It’s really a shame that some of those old 
poets couldn’t have known the contentment 
that comes of having the gentle Richard minis¬ 
ter to your needs after a winning afternoon. 
There’d have been some mighty fine poetry 
written. 

December 10. The Pimlico Cup and an 
evening with the poets and prosers of the 
Baltimore newspapers and their much more 
interesting wives. 

The subject of Thoroughbred racing was 
touched upon during the evening. 

One distressing incident occurred. Pimlico 
publicist Reed was caught red-handed in a case 
of pipe pilfering. He used the old dodge often 
employed by jewel thieves—he substituted a 
beat-up old Dunhill for my favorite long-stem. 
His moll aided in the larceny. 

December 11. Snow. 

December 12. More snow and a decision to 
abandon the sport at Pimlico, temporarily, 
because of poor driving conditions. Made trip 
to New York because of circumstances beyond 
control, and was surprised to discover what a 
few flakes of natural phenomena can do to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and New York taxis. 

Spent evening in a Manhattan hotel, air- 
conditioned with real snow. 

December 14. Still bucking the snow and 
railroad, but got back to Baltimore early on 
morning of 

December 15. Learned that cruel weather 
had pushed back Pimlico’s meeting so that 
there would be another wonderful Saturday. 

December 17. So there I was, warm and com¬ 
fortable and enjoying winter racing, though the 
sun was not to hit the Tropic of Capricorn for 
four days. 

December 18. Heard "Silent Night” nine 
times on FM and "Adeste Fidelis” twice. 

December 19 to 24 (inc.). Lost count on 
"Silent Night,” "Adeste Fidelis” six more 
times. 

Did not hear "Rudolph the Red-Nosed Rein¬ 
deer” once during Yule season, probably 
through my own carelessness. 

Strange that you never tire of those Christ¬ 
mas tunes. They must have picked good ones. 

December 2l Visited Roannie and Prince,

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Bowie Stakes 

A record added-money stakes schedule of 
eleven events totalling $272,500 headed by the 
$100,000 John B. Campbell, Maryland’s richest 
handicap, will feature the 1961 Bowie 48-day 
race meeting, January 21 through March 29. 

In releasing the schedule prepared by John 
Turner, Jr., racing secretary. General Manager 
John Loome said: 'There is little change in the 
events which have been supported enthusias¬ 
tically by horsemen in past seasons. The pro¬ 
gram offers major opportunities for horses in 
all divisions excepting the two-year-old cate¬ 
gory.” 

The John B. Campbell, which has attracted 
the country’s outstanding handicap horses since 
the 1954 inaugural, will have its eighth running 
on March 25. The I960 renewal was captured 
by Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Maryland-bred-and- 
owned Yes You Will. Previous winners were 
Joe Jones (1954), Social Outcast (1955), 
Sailor (1956), Dedicate (1957), Promised 
Land (1958) and Vertex (1959). The Camp¬ 
bell, named after the late racing official, is for 
three-year-olds and up at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. 

There are two departures from last season’s 
schedule. One new event, the $10,000-added 
Pocahontas, will be run on February 4 for fillies 
and mares, three years old and up, at six fur¬ 
longs, The Pocahontas will serve as a major 


trial for the $25,000-added Barbara Fritchie 
which has been extended to a mile for its ninth 
running. The Barbara Fritchie, canceled last 
year due to weather conditions, had been con¬ 
tested at six furlongs.

March 11—Bowie Handicap, $25,000, three- 
year-olds and up, 1 1/16 miles. 

March 18—Governor’s Gold Cup Stakes,

The service offered prayers for God s protec¬ 
tion of man, for the President and the nation, 
for world peace and for horses and ponies. 

Following the prayers, each rider was pre¬ 
sented with a blue rosette commemorating the 
club’s second annual Blessing of the Horse. On 
conclusion of the ceremony, the mounted 
group, headed by Mrs. Bonnie T. Watts, then 
began their 15th annual 20-mile trail ride 
across Harford County farms. 

Once a Horsewoman—

After being out of touch with people, names 
and places for so many years, curiosity led me 
to find their wherealx)uts. The whole thing 
started one day this fall when I was in the attic 
and came across an old trunk which did double 
duty as trunk and scrapbook. Inside the trunk 
were several bulging, discolored scrapbooks. 
The original mission to the attic would have 
taken no more than a minute, but a whole hour 
was lost leafing through crisp, brown pages, 
reminiscing. One name would recall so many 
memories and one such name was that of 
Margaret Noyes Hopkins—so off we went to 
catch up on lost years. 

"We were put upon ponies before we could 
walk,” says Margaret of herself and her younger 
sister, Helen. Nothing would be more natural 
since the girls’ parents were avid riders and 
horse enthusiasts. 

Margaret’s father, the late Victor P. Noyes, 
formerly of Rutland, Vermont, was an all¬ 
round athlete—excelling in boxing, football 
(12 T.D.’s in one game!) cross-country racing 
and so on down the line. Mr. and Mrs. Noyes 
(she’s a native of Baltimore) first met at a 
"horsey party.” 

The Noyes’ home was the lovely 200-acre 
Long Green Valley, a showplace and equestrian’s 
delight. Many big shows were held there for the 
benefit of the local fire company. At Long 
Green, Margaret started on small ponies and 
received her formal instructions from both par¬ 
ents. "I began hunting when I was five or six 
with the Whitmore Hunt Club,” recalls Mar- 
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garet. The Whitmore Club was a small organi¬ 
zation and ”we had a lot of fun.” However, 
Margaret s young hunting days didn’t stay en¬ 
tirely with the smaller clubs. Occasionally, she 
hunted with the Harford-Elkridge on her pony. 
Margaret recalls one incident when she was 
hunting a larger pony. ”He got right down in 
the field and rolled!” When she got her chance, 
she scrambled back up and went on. 

In 1941, Long Green was sold and the 
Noyes’ purchased Hazel Dell in Bel Air. On 
this 39-acre tract many Lion’s Club and Corin¬ 
thian Club shows have been held. It was here 
that Margaret began riding her own Thorough¬ 
bred mare, the well-remembered War Krem. 

”War Kxem knew more than I; she taught 
me to ride,” states the blonde-haired Margaret. 
Her busiest years of riding, hunting and show¬ 
ing were from 1941 to 1947. 

High school days were spent at Westtown 
School in Pennsylvania. There was no riding 
there, so Margaret and two other riding friends 
organized a team to represent Westtown at 
the nearby Penn Hall School shows. These 
shows were open only to schools and ’'several 
of us who were interested,” says Margaret, 
"took our own horses up.” Needless to say, 
Margaret’s team impressed the crowds and 
made a name for itself. 

During these exciting, hard-riding years. War 
Krem had a chance to show her versatility. She 
would come out of the ring with a blue for a 
road hack class, go back in to win the open 
jumper (jumped 6' 5 ") and still be in the 
blues in the model class. At one time this dark 
brown mare had done everything but foal. In 
later years, she produced foals. In 1954 she was 
put down due to age.

In 1948 Margaret began a three-year term in 
Women’s Hospital in Baltimore as a student 
nurse. She graduated in 1951. A year prior to 
graduation, Margaret received the Laura Rice 
Neff Award for outstanding interest and devo¬ 
tion to her work. Also in 1951 she was married 
to the former show-circuit rider, Harry G. 
Hopkins of Churchville. Just as horses brought 
her parents together, they also ’’introduced” 
Margaret and Harry (Pal). No "horsey party” 
this time, though; it was through the Jerusalem 
Hunt Club of which Mr. Noyes was Master at 
one time. Margaret and Harry were enthusiastic 
members. 

In 1952, while Harry was completing his 
senior year at the University of Maryland, their 
first son, Hal, was born. When Harry gradu¬ 
ated, he received a bachelor’s degree in agricul¬ 
ture and also a call from Uncle Sam to serve 
as second lieutenant in the Air Force. 

After two weeks in Texas, Harry was sent to 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, where Margaret and Hal 
joined him. When the Cheyenne tour-of-duty 
was finished, mother and son returned to Mary¬ 
land while father spent the next 13 months as 
supply officer for a radar outpost in Labrador. 

The first of November 1955, Margaret and 
Harry were reunited as a civilian family, and 
at once started to hunt for a farm. After spend-

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ing four months walking over and through 
many prospective places, they found one they 
liked. 

"We saw the farm on a Thursday, decided to 
buy on Friday, signed the papers on Saturday, 
and took possession on Monday,” says Margaret 
breathlessly. Their Priestford Farm is situated 
just eight miles from Bel Air. 

Harry worked the 370-acre dairy farm until 
1958, when he went into real estate. He is 
currently employed with the Maryland Com¬ 
pany of Havre de Grace. While Harry runs the 
thinking end of the farm, Margaret is kept 
pretty busy with children, stone home, photog¬ 
raphy, sewing, church work, P.T.A., and scouts. 

Horses have not entirely left their lives. For 
a while, Margaret and Harry had one of War 
Krem’s colts on the track and later were in 
partnership on another runner. Their handsome 
children (Hal is now 8, Peggy 5, and Timmy 
2) had a pony, but right now must content 
themselves with Steve, the family’s English 
Pointer, their cat and 70 head of mixed and 
experimental crossbred cows. 

Horse plans for the future? Definitely, yes! 
The Harry Hopkins have as their goal a Thor¬ 
oughbred farm which will lead them right back 
to racing. As for showing, the children will 
ride only at the local shows—"and well all 
hunt, of course,” Margaret adds eagerly.

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Delaware's New Strip 

In a project of monumental character, Dela¬ 
ware Park has completely resurfaced its racing 
strip and will present a new, safe surface for 
racing in 1961, Donald P. Ross, President of 
the Delaware Steeplechase and Race Associa¬ 
tion announced recently. 

The work, which cost tens of thousands of 
dollars, was under the supervision of William 
duPont, Jr., one of the nation’s experts on rac¬ 
ing strips. Mr. duPont’s plans were carried out 
by Delaware Park’s Clarke Pardee and a crew 
of 50 men who were on the job for weeks 
following the close of the recent Delaware Park 
race meeting. DuPont and Pardee form an ex¬ 
perienced combination on re-doing racing 
strips. They spent weeks at Santa Anita chang¬ 
ing that strip some years ago. They have worked 
on many other tracks, including duPont’s two 
private courses, one of which is of dirt, and the 
other of grass. 

Most significant about the Delaware Park 
project is the new scientific concept involving 
control of the strip for the future. Racing 
strips change constantly and gradually by forces 
of wind aad erosion. Planting with barley or 
some other crop is a device for holding the 
soil in place in the non-racing-season. ^ - v \

washed, dried and divided into the various 
ingredients of coarse sand, medium sand, fine 
sand, silt and clay. The humus, or organic mat¬ 
ter, is arrived at in a volume test, not a weight 
test, since the humus is lost in the heat-drying. 

It is believed that the texture and ingredients 
of the Delaware Park strip can be controlled for 
the future. This opinion is based on the fact 
that Delaware Park owns a farm with a special 
soil at Frederica, and that Millville sand al¬ 
ways is obtainable. The mix of the two is the 
base of the control. There are other factors. 

Pardee says: "In the past, track superintend¬ 
ents had to do the best they could with the 
surface they had. With capable men and proper 
machinery, much could be done, but there was 
no guarantee of uniformity from year to year. 
We now think we can get that uniformity. We 
think the I960 surface at Delaware Park was 
a good one. The 1961 surface also will be a 
good one, but it will be different. We expect 
that it will please horsemen.’’ 

Approximately 5,000 cubic yards of new 
material went into the resurfacing job, equiv¬ 
alent to the entire surface of the strip to a 
depth of between three and four inches. Six 
men were required merely for loading at the 
Frederica farm, about 60 miles from Delaware 
Park. 0n the job, for almost a month, were 50 
;mep; and they had 35 trucks in action. In addi¬ 
tion there was a supplement of roadgraders, 
bulldozers and other necessary pieces of heavy 
machinery.
